Sources close to the committee 
told the United Press the reduc­ 
tion, all of it in the S3 billion 
fund the President requested for 
military aid, was approved at a 
closed committee meeting. 


THE DEVELOPMENT came as 
Secretary of State John 
Foster 
Dulles pledged the administration 
to an all-out Senate fight to win 
specific authority to make long 
term foreign aid commitments. 
He told his news conference that 
the House committee's declaration 
favoring long term aid does not 
meet his hopes for clear congres­ 
sional approval of the administra- 
tioi plan. 
The House group has rejected 
the President’s plea for authority 
to commit the United States to 
support long tem P aid projects. In­ 
stead, it adopted a resolution say­ 
ing Congress considers itself bound 
to continue foreign aid as long as 
the Communist m enace exists.

2 Senate Bodies

WASHINGTON W -Two Senate 
subcommitteee today served notice 
they will inveetigate inter-service 
controversies over missilee and 
air power despite Defense Secre­ 
tary Charles E. Wilson’s claim 
that squabbling has been exagger­ 
ated. 
Sen. Stuart Symington (D-Mo.l, 
announced that his Armed Services 
Subcommittee on air power will 
take testimony this week on the 
‘'positions" of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force in the missiles field. 


THE 
SUBCOMMITTEE, 
Sym­ 
ington said, also “ will Inquire into 
the Navy’s mission in the field of 
air power, including both its pri­ 
m ary and secondary missions.” 
Sen. Dennis Chavez (D-N.M), 
said his Military Appropriations 
Subcommittee also will "look into 
this mess" stirred up by bitter 
inter service rivalries over roles 
and missions. 
Wilson drove the feud under­ 
ground at least temporarily Mon­ 
day 
with disclaimers from top 
m ilitary leaders that their differ­ 
ences on strategy have reached 
the shin-kicking stage. 


WASHINGTON IW — Defense 
Secretary Charlea E. Wilson said 
today after talking with President 
Eisenhower that it might be "dan­ 
gerous" for anybody in the mili­ 
tary to revive a feud between the 
services. 
Wilson said the President is "a 
bit unhappy about the fact that 
we don’t seem to get along better 
in the services.” 
“ What is the next step in the 
feud?” a reporter asked Wilson. 
“Let’s see who sticks his head 
up next,” Wilson said with a grim 
smile. "I think It might be a little 
dangerous.”

There waa a difference of opin­ 
ion as to the num ber and definition 
of ^habitants. William Shaw, at­ 
torney for the petitioners for in­ 
corporation said there are 580 in­ 
habitants. John Babbage, attorney 
for the opponents contended there 
are 475. 
Supervisor William 
Jone* 
re ­ 
peated 
his 
opinion 
that 
there 
should be a count by the sheriff. 
Said County Counsel Ray T. Sul­ 
livan, Jr.. “ it la the burden of 
the proponents to show whether 
there are enough Inhabitants to 
quality. The opponents may en­ 
deavor to undermine the findings 
of the proponents. There is no 
plaoe in the procedure where there 
is any provision for the county to 
take over an independent deter 
mination as to the num ber of in­ 
habitants.” 
As to the definition of an In­ 
habitant, attorney Shaw declared, 
“ It is almost impossible to come 
upon a court decision of what an 
inhabitant is. The method of enu­ 
m erating which is taken by the 
U.S. Bureau of Census, used in 
the count made for us, seem* to 
be the only reasonable method of 
ascertaining the number of inhab­ 
itants. They county only 'hose who 
spend more than half their time 
in the area. This is the basis the 
county uses to make the claim 
against the state for gasoline tax 
refund. If it is good enough for 
the county and the city to use as 
a basis for getting money, it is 
good enough for use in determin­ 
ing the number of inhabitants.” 
Should the board finally decide 
there are 500 or more inhabitants 
in the area a date will be set 
for ah election by the people on 
the proposed incorporation.

H-Bomb Blast 


ABOARD USS MT. McKINLEY 
AT KWAJALEIN W -A tom ic of­ 
ficials disclosed today that the 
air-dropped hydrogen bomb lived 
up to its advance billing as a ra­ 
dioactively "sanitary" weapon. 
Reports from radiological sta­ 
tions throughout the Mrashall Is­ 
lands showed "no incerease in 
background radiation” as a result 
of Monday's explosion. 
The 
100-mile long radioactive 
cloud was reported drifting harm­ 
lessly over the open ocean north 
of the Marshalls. 
Reports from ships, planes and 
land stations throughout the re­ 
gion 
surrounding 
the 
proving 
ground “showed no significant ra­ 
dioactive fallout at any point out­ 
side Bikini atoll." And at Bikini 
atoll, the fallout was "relatively 
little." 
However, the Kyodo News Serv­ 
ice reported In Tokyo that the 
Japanese ship Mizuho Maru ra­ 
dioed that it found the sea 1300 
miles south of the test site to be 
radioactive.

He said the resolution, which Is 
not yet drafted, will teet Russia’s 
recent declarations that it is ready 
to ease Middle Eastern tensions.

mile deep along th* west bound­ 
ary. 
The controversy item s from two 
section re-surveys, one conducted 
by Francis E. Joy, cadastral angl- 
neer of the General Land Office 
in 1923, and th# other by Paul 
N. Clifford, cadastral engineer of 
th* Bureau of Indian Affairs In 
1953. 
Original surveys were conducted 
in 1855. 1885 and 1893. 
The d ty m aintains that Joy er­ 
red In making his re-surrey in 
regard to the Section com ers of 
23. 24. 20 and 20. In establishing 
these by proportional 
m easure­ 
ment., a miscalculation was m ade, 
the city says. 
Clifford's 
re-turvey 
coincided 
with one mad* in establishing tha 
highway route, as well as basic 
subdivision patterns used, th* eity 
contends. 
Councilman Jerry Sanborn, who 
ia a licensed land surveyor, and 
Director of Public Works Frank 
Ham erschlag are currently work­ 
ing with county officials In ex­ 
amining all possible records to 
obtain conclusive factual data to 
overthrow the decision of the Bu­ 
reau of Land Management. San­ 
born m ay present this in person 
in Washington, D.C., during his 
vacation in July. 
All subdivisions and road align­ 
ments recorded have been m ads 
according to Clifford’s re-survey, 
with no evidence that Joy’s re­ 
survey was ever recognized In this 
manner, the city maintains. 
Official action tonight will con­ 
sist of rejection of the Bureau of 
Land 
M anagement’s 
re-endorse­ 
ment of Joy’s re-survey. This ac­ 
tion had resulted from a resolu­ 
tion adopted by city council June 
23, 1955, which asked that Clif­ 
ford’s re-survey be made official. 
This resolution will be sent to 
al‘ interested parties, as well as 
to Representative John Phillips, 
and U.S. Senators Thnmaz Kuchel 
and William Knowland.

We’re accustomed to so many good 
things in Palm Springs that one ha* to 
travel around once in a while to really 
appreciate them. As I go from place to

I can’t help making a comparison. 
Most noticeable of all is the difference 
in atmosphere. By that I mean not only 
the sunny climate and attractive sur­ 
roundings, but the cheerful attitude of 
its people. We have here the combined 
ingredients for a carefree vacation that 
is hard to find anywhere else. There is 
something about Palm Springs that 
makes people leave their cares and wor­ 
ries behind— which is just what so many 
people need to do these days. 
Palm Springs has been richly endow­ 
ed by nature — and, so far, man hasn’t 
spoiled it. The development of this des­ 
ert playground has complimented—and 
not clashed with — the natural beauty 
of its setting. Many resort communities 
have spoiled their natural beauty with 
flashing neon signs and a conglomera­ 
tion of architecture. Others have been 
spoiled by nearby factory smoke and 
sm elly Industry. These mixtures have so 
fouled up the true resort atmosphere 
that the whole place has been spoiled. 
N o need In naming them — vacationing 
Villagers will see lots of such places this 
summer. They will remind them of Palm 
Springs — because they are so different! 
Perhaps it’s the grandeur of our 
mountains and the vastness of our des­ 
ert vistas that make people more cheer­ 
ful and optimistic. This is typical of all 
the West where people take a broad at­ 
titude toward life. It is too big for ruts. 
Llttlq wonder, then, that the Palm 
Springs resort area appeals to so many 
people from near and far. It has pre­ 
served a charm and developed a mental 


attitude that visitors cannot help but 
feel.

So let’s not spoil it. 
Lots of places that have had natural 
beauty to begin with have been ruined 
by uncontrolled development. And all 
is lost once it gets out of hr 
There is 
backing up when it comes to ...a course 
that has been set in the development of 
any community. 
The difficulty o f maintaining desir­ 
able controls is multiplied many times 
by rapid grow'th. This is the position in 
which Palm Springs now finds itself. 
Palm Springs is on the verge of a new 
era of rapid expansion. The question is 
whether or not the charm and atmos­ 
phere that has done so much to bring 
it this far will be preserved. It is going 
to take a strong City Council—support­ 
ed by strong public opinion — to keep 
from letting down the bars. But it can 
be done with foresight and determina­ 
tion. 
. 
A healthy sign Is the action of the 
Palm Springs Realty Board In deciding 
to review all zone applications, particu­ 
larly in the county area surrounding the 
city. Other groups are showing an inter­ 
est as well in the nature of any develop­ 
ment. This is the sort of help which the 
City Council will need. Many newcomers 
to the area take a shortsighted view' of 
development. If they see an opportunity 
of making some quick money they don’t 
much care what the future effect on the 
community may be. 
If Villagers will make It a point to look 
over carefully the resorts they visit 
this summer, they will return more de­ 
termined than ever to preserve the 
charm of Palm Springs.

WASHINGTON—AnoUior signi­ 
ficant fight over oil Is In the 
making In the Senate but It will 
b t much ihorter and far lesa 
tumultuoua than the bitter one 
ever the vetoed natural gaa bill. 
This latent controversy is over 
a proposed Justice Department 
inveaUgation of the operation of 
Interstate oil compacts author- 
lied by Congress last year. 


A powerful bipartisan bloc, led 
by 
Senate Democratic 
Leader 
Lyndon Johnson, Tex., and Sen­ 
ator Styles Bridges, N.H., chair 
m an of the Republican Policy 
Committee, is determinedly op­ 
posing such a 
probe, and its 
chances of being approved are 
not promising. 


Attorney General H e r b e r t 
Brownell personally laid the plan 
before the Senate. 
He went to the Senate Appro­ 
priations Subcommittee that han­ 
dles 
the Justice Department's 
budget and asked for (742.000 to 
conduct a sweeping investigation 
of how these oil compacts are 
being administered by 21 state*. 
To do this job. Brownell 
ex­ 
plained he wants to set up threa 
branch offices in different parts 
of the country and man them with 
110 lawyers. 


The subcommittee's response 
was blunt and hostile. 
Senators Bridges and Johnson 
m ade it forcefully clear they are 
against the probe, and are going 
to do everything in their power 
to block it. And as of now. the 
two 
Senate leaders 
have 
the 
votes to do that, both in the 
Committee and in the full Sen­ 
ate 
. 


They are raising the states' 
rights issue on this m atter, and 
winning support 
from senators 
who disagreed with them earlier 
this year on the natural gas bill. 


NOTE: Interstate oil compacts 
were first approved by Congress 
in 1936 and ran for three years. 
The joint resolution authorizing 
them last year was bipartisan. 


the sponsor* 
Including Senator 
E v e r e t t Dirksén tR-Ill.>. 
An 
amendment by Senator P a u l 
Douglas (D-ni >, chairm an of the 
Joint Economic Committee, di­ 
rected the Justice Department to 
mak* a sRidy of these interstate 
agreements. It is under this pro­ 
vision that Attorney G e n e r a l 
Brownell proposes hii sweeping 
probe. 


THE FIREWORKS — Senator 
Bridges started the critical grill­ 
ing of Brownell. 
"An interstate compact to con­ 
serve oil and gas is specifically 
an agreement between states." 
Bridges pointed out. 
"Just how 
does the federal government get 
into that?” 
Brownell cited Senator Doug­ 
las' amendment 
"That calls for a study.' de­ 
clared Senator Johnson, ‘‘and not 
even 
the 
wildest 
daydream 
er anticipated it would require 
setting up three branch offices 
with 11* lawyers to make it. 
I 
recall very 
clearly that 
when 
this amendment was considered, 
it was felt the Justice 
Depart­ 
ment could review these com­ 
pacts. 
No one had any idea of 
creating a new group of snoop­ 
ers, to invade the states to deter­ 
mine whether they are 
acting 
properly in enforcing iheir own 
law*." 
Brownell contended it was the 
view of Assistant Attorney Gen­ 
eral Stanley Barnes, head of the 
,Anti-Tru*t Division, that the pro­ 
posed large staff is necessary to 
m eet the 
requirem ents of the 
Doaglas amendment. 
"I want to em phasize,'’ argued 
Brownell, ‘ this is something that 
was imposed on us by Congress, 
and it is our interpretation of the 
joint resolution that was passed 
by Congress. 
If we have to do 
this job, we want to do a good 
one. of course. 
If our instruc­ 
tions are to be changed, we 
would like to have it clearly de­ 
fined just what we are supposed 
to do,”

' There is no legislative history 
that requires you to increase the 
Anti-Trust Division by 25 per 
cent by hiring 110 attorneys to 
make this so-called study," re­ 
torted Johnson. 
"Senator Doug­ 
las didn't specify anything like 
that and you can't show it in the 
record.” 
"W e're only trying to do what 
we were directed to do." assert 
ed Brownell. "W* didn't ask for 
this.” 
* 
“ And not having asked for H, 
then I'm sure you won’t be too 
dispointed if you don't get it 
replied Johnson. "This is one of 
the most amazing schemes I've 
heard of in a long time. 
Why, 
the compacts only cost *92,000 a 
year to operate, and you're ask­ 
ing *762.000 to investigate therv 
How paradoxical can you get?” 
That ended the bristling dis­ 
cussion. 
Senator Dougias is still unde­ 
cided on what he will do when 
the m atter comes before the full 
Senate. 
He is telling colleagues 
he considers Brownell’s proposal 
to employ 
110 attorneys 
"far­ 
fetched", and that around 20 is 
ail that is needed for "an ade­ 
quate study." 


NOTE: The House has voted a 
*4,265,000 budget for the Anti­ 
Trust Division, but tha investiga­ 
tion proposed by Brownell did 
not come up. Neither he nor any 
other Justice Department official 
■aid anything about it.

The symptoms are tiredness, 
particularly mental tiredness, ev­ 
en though the patient is not un­ 
der stress or too busy: he feels 
more tp-ed than you think he has 
a right to be after you have in­ 
quired into it and studied him. 
Irritability, 
irrascibility, 
anger 
without cause and changes in 
blood pressure or other blood 
vessel phenomena, a dragging 
discomfort in the groin, urinary 
frequency and burning, symp­ 
toms of heart disturbance, end 
also general pains.

The blood can be examined to 
determine the presence of the 
various hormones involved and 
their deficiency In amount. On# 
must, however, be exceedingly 
cautious in not overlooking such 
mild chronic infections as bru­ 
cellosis 
and 
incorrectly

nosed heart 
and prostatie di­ 
seases. 
TESTOSTERONE, 
WHICH

the male hormone, can be given 
to supply the deficiencies which 
the examination has revealed. 
This should also clear up the 
condition within a period of two 
or three weeks, and is a diagnos­ 
tic test of the presence of the 
change of life. 
This substance, testosterone, is 
also used in the treatm ent of the 
condition, end with the improve­ 
ment that occurs from its use, 
the frequency of the injections 
can be diminished, as well as the 
amount of the hormone given.

a return of symptoms 
it

Too many of those patients are 
considered psychiatric problems, 
and frequently are treated on a 
psychosomatic basis.

with the glandular change. 
In 
such instances there usually ia 
some improvement in the gener­ 
al symptoms relating io the hor­ 
monal insufficiency. 
There will 
be, however, residual psychiatric 
or mental aberations which are 
entirely centered about the func­ 
tional capacity of the brain, and 
these should be treated independ­ 
ently without neglecting the con­ 
tinuation of the treatm ent of the 
hormonal imbalance. 
With our increases in longevity 
and the importance of recogniz­ 
ing these changes which are part 
of the life of the growing num ­ 
bers in our aging population, it 
is most important to be careful 
and to give credence to the com­ 
plaints in this group of our pop­ 
ulation.

DARCY WAS THE middleweight 
who came here in 1917, was ac 
cused of being a slacker and died 
of a "mental disorder" which was 
another way of saying a broken 
heart, at Memphis, Tenn. Phar 
Lap was the Australian wonder 
horse which was shipped here in 
1932 and. afterfwinning the $50.000

only race, died mysteriously of 
colic. 
But Landy came, smashed the 
four minute barrier in both his 
races and now, albeit with true 
modesty, is admiring everything 
and everybody as he awaits his 
safe arrival home with crossed 
fingers.

VICTORIA, B.C. W-The UCLA 
football dynasty, torpedoed and 
all but sunk by the Pacific Coast 
Conference, faced one more Jeop­ 
ardy today—complete destruction. 
It is in the power of UCLA 
Chancellor Raymond B Allen to 
declared all members of the 1955 
varsity and freshmen teams per­ 
manently ineligible, unless they 
can prove they were not profes­ 
sionalized by financial aid from 
two booster clubs not authorized 
by the conference code. 
If this should happen. 
UCLA 
could not field a football team 
next fall. 
The PCC Monday lowered an­ 
other boom on the crumbling Bru­ 
ins by declaring all 1955 football 
players who participated in var­ 
sity and freshman games ineligi­ 
ble for one year, unless they can 
show positively they were not paid 
under the table to play football. 
The penalty, a modification of a 
recommendation that the players 
be declared permanently ineligi­ 
ble, made the UCLA situation the 
most shocking in collegiate foot­ 
ball since the cribbing scandal at 
West Point. 
Saturday the conference levied 
a $95,000 fine against the Bruins 
and a three-year ban from the 
Rose Bowl, plus probation and 
withdrawal of conference stand 
ings in any sport, plus barment 
from any post-season playoff dur­ 
ing the period. 
UCLA football Coach Red Sand­ 
ers said the conference took the 
"bone and sinew" out of his 1956 
squad because all the juniors who 
become seniors next fall, are in 
eligible unless they prove they are 
innocent. The freshmen and soph­ 
omores affected have a choice of 
sitting out any one of the years 
they have left of competition.

Mantle, who blasted his 16th 
homer to provide the decisive run 
in New York's 8-5 triumph over 
the Athletics Monday at Kansas 
City, now is 11 games and 16 days 
ahead of the Babe’s pace when he 
set an all-time big league record 
ot 60 homers in 1927. 
And the switch-hitting Yankee 
center fielder, far and away the 
top early-season candidate for the 
. .lerican League's “most valua­ 
ble player" award. Isn't playing 
any favorites, either. 
OF HIS 1$ HOMERS, he has hit 
four apiece against the Athletics 
and Cleveland Indians, t h r e e 
against the Boston Red Sox. two 
apiece against the Chicago White 
Sox and Washington Senators and 
one against the Detroit Tigers.

My friend started to name some 
people who m ight fall into this 
category. 
But Ford 
just shook 
his head 
and reached into 
his 
pocket for a pen 
"N o," F ord said. “ I’ll tell you 
who 
your best friend 
is." 
And 
then he took the pen 
and w rote 
these 
w ords 
on 
the 
tablecloth, 
“ Your best friend is the person 
who brings out of you the best 
that is within you." 
I heard 
the other day of a 
charm ing, even significant, 
com ­ 
plim ent a m an gave his wife on 
their wedding anniversary. I wish 
I had thought of it and said it to 
m y own wife. 
This m an told his 
wife, “ I not only love you for w hat 
you are, I love you for w hat I 
w ant to be when I am with you.” 
Propia can have a great crea­ 
tive effect on each other. 
We in­ 
teract with other people and this 
causes things to happen to us. 
The g reat figures of history — 
Jesus. M oses. 
Gandhi—possessed 
to a higher degree this quality of 
being able to lift people out of 
them selves and m ake 
som ething 
better of them . They did not give 
people 
som ething they did 
not 
hava before, but 
their 
exam ple 
and their ability to inspira and to 
appeal to hum an nature brought 
out of people the best they had 
within them . 
The tim es, too. can often bring 
out the best in us. The m ore they 
dem and ef us, the m ore we seem 
able to give. 
During the darkest 
days of the A m erican Revolution, 
Thom as P ain e wrote: "These are 
the tim es th at try m e n s souls. 
The sum m er soldier and the sun­ 
shine p atriot will, in this crisis, 
shrink from the service of their 
country: but 
he that 
stands 
it 
now, deserves the love and thanks 
of m an 
and 
woman. 
Tyranny, 
like hell, is not easily conquered: 
yet we have this consolation with 
us, th at the harder the conflict, 
the m ore glorious the trium ph.”

N ever­ 
theless, we all try this unhappy 
process at one tim e or another. 
Fortunately, there is a 
power 
which, in effect, is the best friend 
of each of us. That pow er is God. 
It is am azing w hat His creative 
force can do in bringing the best 
out of people. 
God can take a 
person who is m ixed up, in con­ 
flict, overcom e by his w eaknesses, 
and m ake him into a well 
inte­ 
grated. strong, and effective p er­ 
son. 
Through a process of p er­ 
sonality change, the best in an in­ 
dividual becom es upperm ost. P e r­ 
haps this is the ultim ate m eaning 
of life on earth, to bring out the 
best within us.
